About three decades ago, may be not s 
as that or perhaps a little Ionizer, a power! a1 capitalist oi 
that day, w ho had large holding’s iii public utilities, coined 
that phrase we have all heard so 
often; 
“the public be 
dam ned,” That w as w hen the public of the United Mates, 
in whose interest the public utilities are supposed to be 
operated, became restless under the decline of service ren­ 
dered and the advance in cost. 
That was in a day when capitalists were “in the s a d ­ 
dle riding rough shod over the rights of tin* people, ignor 
ing the demand of the public for justice and reform or dis 
posing of every request with “the public be damned. 
The public refused to be disposed of in that manner 
and those autocratic capitalists were dethroned. 
Sometimes we fear we have gone ton far in our cam 
paigus against capital and that, in some instances, we 
fail to realize that a change has been wrought, the old d e ­ 
fiant spirit is gone and that we are hurting ourselves by J 
imposing too many restrictions on capital. 
Be that as it may, however, it is certain that some of 
the leaders of organized labor have become just 
incon­ 
siderate of the rights of the public as so m e of the capital 
ists formerly were. 
ft is a sort of a “the public be damned 
attitude of 
some of the leaders which should point out to honest labor 
the pitfall into which it has fallen. 
The public will refuge to obey tin* orders of tin* labor 
bosses just as certainly as it refused to obey that of tilt 
captains of capital. 
The people have a way in America of obtaining their 
rights. 
No boss whether of capital or labor can condemn 
them to serfdom. 
I he public interest nut st be served and 
anyone who refuses to do it w ill he less powerful but much 
w iser in a surprisingly short time.

Once again the federal government assumes control 
of the sale of sugar for the announced p u rp o se of holding 
down the price to the consumer and assuring the supply to 
the sugar users of America. 
Practically the whole raw sugar supply "I the I nit* 1 
States and C uba passed under the control of the federal 
government. The great refineries will receive their supply 
from the government at a price fixed and work ii up into 
the refined sugar for market at a margin of profit to he 
fixed bv the government. 
Jobbers and retailers, too, will 
again come under the jurisdiction of the federal atli bori­ 
ties in its latest effort to control supply and demand. 
Perhaps in no other food com modity is a better op­ 
portunity offered to the authorities to obtain results, bene­ 
ficial to the consumers, than it is in sugar. 
The supply and the market has been for a long time 
controlled by a numerically small but financially powerful 
organization. 
The raw material, the refineries and there­ 
fore the supply of sugar has been securely within the grasp 
of a very compact but nicely working organization. 
T hat condition, which seems to have, in the past, 
worked a hardship on the consumers, appears, at this time 
one of very great assistance to the government in striking 
out to remedy conditions. 
T he compact organization enables the government to 
make a concentrated effort free from that scattering of en 
ergies so fatal to so m any of the movements in behalf of 
the public.
